1 EVI was the third Son of Jacob? 
From him his Pofterity had the name 
Of Levites: Aaron, who, with his 
Sons, was called to the Priefthood, 
Was from himi called a Levite, Exod. 4.14, 
Ard that Priefthiood that was fetled in that Fa 
nil is called Levitical, Heb. 7.11. The Law 
relating to che difcharge of the Prieft’s Office 
i properly called the Lewvitical Law ; and up⸗ 
that dccount that Book of Mofes, which 
Tore efpecially treats of the Holy Rites afd 
Sevices, in which thefe Priefts were by. their 
Ofce imployed, is very fitly, hom the Sub- 
xmiter of it, ‘called’ Leviticus. J 
And this is the main Subject of this very 
cxxlent Book, as will more eléarly appear 
terwards, _ Aa. And

And becauſe a great part of the Prieft’s Of-. 
fice-was taken up in attendance upon -the Al- 
tar, and-he was nearly concerned in-the Sacri- 
fices and holy Oblations which were prefertted 
by the People ; and becaufe this Book treats 
largely of thofe Sacrifices, and the Rites-there- 
unto belonging, and that ia the -very.-begin- 
ning of it. I know not how to let the Reader 
into the Book itfelf, any-better way, than by 
premifing fomething concerning, the Sacrifices . 
thenifelves-which are. herd steed of; ” And to 
that purpofe I hall | .

A fhort account 
of which, the Reader may take as follows. 
* The Holocauft or Burnt-offering deferves to 
be ‘confidered firſt; For fo it is by Mofes in 
this Book of Leviticus. Befides, it hath been 
thought.to be the moft ancient kind of Sacri- 
fice ; ‘and certain it is, that it is in itfelf the 
moft perfe@&, and comprehenfive, and {peaks 
the greateft devotion and generofity (2 Chrox. 
29. 31.) in the Offerer. For this Sacrifice was 
intirely burnt and confumed, it was all God's ; 
nothing of the Flefh remained to the. Prieft og 
to the Offerer, Levit.1.9,13. Ie. muft bea 
Male that is-offeted in this principal Sacrifice, 
(Levit. t. 3, 16. ‘with ch.22.19.) And though 
it were expiatory, (Levit. 1. J.) yet it does 
not always fuppofe a particular Sin or Tref- 
pals that obliged the r to being, this kind

their feafting: For Fob faid, It.may be that. my, . 
Sous have finned and curfed God in their hearts, 
Job 1.5. There is another (2.) 7re/pals-offer- 
aæg for a Trefpafs that was certain and known, | 
And under this'Head we find the following Se- 
verals in the Law of Mefes. Thtre was one - 
for the Nazarite, who was defiled with the 
dead, Numb. 6.12. Another for the Leper, who 
was to be cleanfed, Lev.14.£2. Another for him 
that had defiled an Hebrew Bond-woman, Lev. 
19.20,21. Another for him that was guilty of 
ilege, Lev. 5.16. And one for him that had 
failed in Truft, and defrauded his Neighbour; 
Lev. 6.2, 3,4, 5,6. I fhall now proceed to the 
remaining fort-of bloudy. Sacrifites, vic. 
The Peace-offerings. The: two laft kind -of 
Offerings, viz. that for Sin and Trefpafs, ſup- 
pofed the Offerer obnoxious, and God to be © 
difpleafed ; and they. were appointed for Atone- 
ment and Reconciliation. But thefe Offerings , 
fuppofe God reconciled to the Offerer, and him 
to be at peace: with God; snd in his favour. 
And as an undeniable proof of that, the Offerer 
was here: admitted to partake. of the Altar. For, 
whereas in the Holocaufts the Altar confumed 
. all the Flefl of the Sacrifice, neither Prieft-nor 
People were allowed to -partake: And in the 
Six and Fre/pafsofferings, though the ‘Priefts 
did partake, yer-the Offeters had no * F 
U | , owe 
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lowed them. In thefe Peace-offerings thie Of 
ferers themfelves were admitted to partake of 
the Sacrifice, and to feaft upon it. They. did. 
of the Lord’s Table, and that was a 
fign of favour and friendfhip: For eatin te 
* was always efteemed fo, and was 
ufed of ok in making —— and A- 
sreements :. They who partake of the Altar, 
have fellowthip or communion with God, as 
thiey are partakers of his Table, vid. 1 Cor. ra. 
16, 17, 18,19, 20,21. There are three feve- 
ral forts of thele Peace-offerings exprefSly-men- 
tioned in this Book of. Leviticus, (ch. 7. 11 
12,16.) Viz. Fhe Thankigruing, the Vow and

_ Thefe Peace-offerings were for the Cougre, 
(@iow, in which cafe the remainder belonged 
to the Priefts; or elfe for private perfons. And 
then the Sacrifice was divided into three parts, 
Firft, there was God’s part, qwhich the Jews call 
Immurim, which was burnt upon the Altar, or 
God’s Table, of which fee Levit.3. 2, 3, 4, 4. 
Secondly, the Prie?’s Portion, viz. the Breaft 
and Shoulder, Levit. 7.31, 32. Thirdly, the 
Oferer's part, which was the reft of. the Fleth, 
and above three parts of four of the flefh of 
the whole; which might be eaten any-where 
in Jerufalem, or any clean place in the Camp, 
to which the City anfwered in. after-times, 
Kevit.10. 14: And it might be eaten by any 
Praclite > Man or Woman that were clean. 
The Peace-offering is not offered of the Fowls, 
but of the Bullock, Sheep or Kid, Male or Fe- 
male, Small or Great. : | 
And this is a more general account of the 
bloudy Sjcrifices, and all the bloudy Sacrifices . 
mentioned in the Law of Moſes are reducible 
to one of thefe forts,. or compounded of them, 
fays Maimon. ( Prefat. ad Seder Kodafbim.] 1 
proceed to give fome fhort account : 
Of the Meat-offering , which by the Jews is. 
called Minchah, which confifted of things ina-

_ thefe Meat-offerings were folitary; i.e. were 


’ offered. alone and by thetnfélves, others were 
offered with bloudy Sacrifices as concomitants : 
Some without Wine, others with, viz. the 
concomitant ones. Some weré for the whole 
Congregation, viz. the waved fheaf, Levit.23.11. 
The two wave loaves, Levit. 23. t7. The foew- 
bread, Exod. 25.11. Some for private perfons. 
And under this laft Head the ews reckon feve- 
ral. Among which were that for the poor Sin- 
ner, Who could hot bear the price of a Bloudy 
Sacrifice, Lev. 5.241. That for the ſuſpecked Wo- 
man, Numb. 5. befides the voluntary ones: 
TN. I fhall thew in few words how very. 
ufeful it is to underftand this matter. And 
ſo it is of fundry accounts. For, (1..) We 
-fhall by this means the bettér apprehend the: 
meaning of thé Law of Mofes, and many times 
better difcern the reafon of fome’ particular’ 
Laws, and fee in the whole Syſtem and 
Doctrine of the Sacrifices a greater Congruity, 
and.Harmony, and Canfiftence than we could 
do otherwife. _ And this will render the read- 
ing this part of the Law more entertaining to

thought the Book of Leviticus an excellent 
Comment on the Epiftle to the Hebrews. 
.) ‘We may hence be farther convinced of 
> Divine Perfections. Of God’s parity, who 
declares his hatred of Sin, by requiring piacue 
lar Sacrifices to. make atonement, not thinking 
it ft it fhould go altogether unpunifhed. Be- 
fides, we may clearly fee the Divine Mercy ; 
that God would accept any Sacrifice, is a great 
favour, and a greater ftill that he requires fuch 
as are not coftly and rare, and allows of a 
| medner Offering from the poor and indigent. 
J will not purfue this matter: Otherwife twere 
eafie to give farther inftances of the great ufe- 
fulnefs of the. knowledge of thefe things. 
The nine firft Chapters.of this Book are ge- 
nerally {pent on this Subject. We have an ac- 
coutit of the Death of Nadab and Abibu for 
| offering ftrange fire, ch. 10. Of the Beafts that 
were ean and unclean for food, ch. x1. The 
Law of Purification after Child-birth, cb. 12. 
tnd that concerning Of keel? and clean 
‘the’ Leper, ch. 13.14. ‘al Impurities, 
the cleanfing of them, cb. 15. And that of the 
day of expidtion, and the fervice required there- 
pon, ch. 16. We have alſo a Law (difpenfed 
with afterwards) requiring the bloud of balk

Which is ves 
ry inftrudtive to thofe of the Clergy, and may 
well awaken them to teke the utmoft care ta 
be holy anid exemplary, and to ilten whae is a 
fault, or hath any appearance of Evil. Then
